KANSAS WOMEN OPEN A CRUSADE. 


Drug-Store Windows Smashed and Mafor’s 
Residence Assaulted. 

Emporta, Kas., Nov. 25.—[Special. |—Sun- 
day evening last just at dusk the City of Madi- 
son, about twenty miles south of here, was 
treated to a sensation, the end of which is not 
yet. Some time ago two notices were posted 
up in a conspicuous portion of the town call- 
ing upon the Mayor to stop gambling and 
drinking in the city. This was evidently not 
done to the satisfaction of the authors of the 
notices. Sunday evening about 7:30, when the 
day had faded into darkness, there was a 
sound of smashing glass, although no other 
great noise.

He Causes the Arrest of an Editor and 
Contractor on the Charge of Libel. 

Monrexat, Que., Nov. 25.—[Special. |—The 
sensation today was the arrest of Richard 
White, proprietor of the Montreal Gazette, 
the organ of the Dominion Government in 
Eastern Canada, and John P. Whelan, con- 
tractor, on a charge of criminal libel at the 
instance of Premier Mercier. The Gazetle 
was one of the many newspapers both here ana 
in the States that published Contractor Whe- 
lan’s charge to the effect that he had paid 
Premier Mercier and other members of the 
Quebec Cabinet $113,000 in connection with 
the building ofthe Quebec Court-House. The 
two prisonet™ left for Quebec tonight in 
charge of the high constable. They were 
given a send-off by the local Conservatives. A 
torchlight procession, headed by a band, led 
the way through the streets to the station, 
where speeches in favor of a free press and in 
denunciation of Premier Mercier were the 
order. The train moved out of the station 
amid lusty cheers for the prisoners and hisses 


for Mercier.

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WILL GET NO MONEY. 


BAD DECISION FOR THE UNIVER- 
SITY OF CHICAGO, 


Judge Patterson Denies the Validity of the 
Trust for Charity Contained in the Will 
of William R. Ogden—Evacuation Day 
Celebrated—Jay Gould Coming West— 
Arrest of Another General Freight 
Agent—Long Distance Telephone Line 
Between Chicago and New York. 


New Yor«, Nov. 25,—[{Special.]—The Uni- 
versity of Chicago will not receive the antici- 
pated assistance from the estate of William B. 
Ogden. Judge ‘Patterson of the Supreme 
Court has given a decision against the validity 
of the trust for charity contained in the will. 
Mr. Ogden died Aug. 3, 1877, leaving an estate 
estimated to be worth $6,000,000, The exec- 
utors named in the will are the widow, Mari- 
anna A. Ogden: Edwin L. Sheldon, a brother- 
in-law; W. O. Wheeler, a nephew; Gen. Will- 
iam E. Strong, who died recently; and Andrew 
Mr. Ogden was the first Mayor of 
Chicago. His will was executed in August, 
1875, divided .the estate into twenty shares, 
and directed that the income of one and a half 
of these shares should be devoted to “such 
charitable uses as & majority of my executors 
and trustees elect and appoint” during the 
lives of his widow and son-in-law, E. L. Shel- 
don. On their deach it provided that the prin- 
cipal was to be devoted to the charitable pur- 
poses which had been agreed upon by the trus- 
tees and executors. The will gave the trustees 
power to sell any or all of the real estate ip 
their discretion, and to reinvest the proceeds. 
Whatever portion of the one and a half share 
was not applied for charitable purposes the 
will directed should be used for any of my 
heirs whom they may deem in need or worthy 
of or entitled to receive the same.” 

Emily O. Butler ana others, nephews and 
nieces of Mr. Ogden, brought suit to have the 
charitable clause in the will declared void, 
and Justice Patterson holds that the trust 
clause is void under the laws of this State, be- 
cause there is no beneficiary who can enforce 
it. The court holds that so much of the fund 
as has been reserved for charitable purposes 
and for indigent and worthy heirs must be 
distributed under the laws of this State in the 
same manner as if Mr. Ogden died intestate. 

[The clause in the will of William B. Ogden 
giving one and one-half shares of the twenty into 
which the estate was to be divided to such chari- 
table uses as a majority of the executors and 
trustees should elect met with opposition from 
the heirs. The indefinite wording of the 
testament in this regard left a loophole for liti- 
gation, and it has been taken advantage of by 
some of the heirs. Mrs. Gen. A. C. McClurg, the 
favorite niece of Chicago's first Mayor, and one 
of the principal beneficiaries under his will, was 
perfectly willing that this disposition be made of 
the property, but in this she met with the violent 
opposition of the New York-heirs. 

The estate of Mr. Ogden has been variously es- 
timated at from $5,000,000 to $12,000,000. This di- 
vided into twenty shares of equal value was de- 
vised tothe various heirs excepting the share 
and a half for charitable uses. After long 
conferences of the trustees it. was decided to 
give 70 per cent of the gross amount to be devoted 
to charities to the new University of Chicago for 
the founding of a separate department, to be 
known as the Ogden Scientific School. The ques- 
tion was finally disposed of by the trustees. early 
in July and President Harper was offidially noti- 
fied July 6 by Trustee Andrew H. Green. 

The proportion to go to the University of Chica- 
go, in the opinion of Mr. Green, would not have 
been less than $300,000 and might exceed half a 


million. 

In the bill filed by the heirs under the will the 
allegation was made that the clause was too in- 
definite, that no beneficiary was named, and that 
the willing of property in such a manner was il- 
legal.] 

TED, 
One Hundred and Eighth Anniversary of 
the Withdrawal of the British Troops. 

New Yorx, Nov. 25.—[Special.]}—Qmne hun- 
dred and eight years ago today the British 
troops withdrew from New York. Since that 
date each successive 2th of November has 
been celebrated. A detail of the old guard at 
sunrise this morning hoisted the national flag 
upon the staff of the old ruin in Central Park, 
at One Hundred and Eighth street, known as 
the fort. Atthe same hour, 6:59, the Ander- 
son Zouaves marched to the spot at the Bat- 
tery where an inscription on the flagstones in- 
dicates the location of the mast which stood 
there 108 years ago, and on which the colors 
were hoisted as the British fleet sailed sea- 
ward. Until within afew years the stump of 
the old staff was visible, A mark 
upon one of the squares tells visitors 
where the old mast stood. Near this spot a 
new mast now rises more than 100 feet. Pre- 
cisely atsunrise Christopher R. Forbes, a great- 
grandson of John Vun Arsdale, assisted by 
five men, hoisted a flag forty-five feet long to 
the peak of the staff, while 200 people gave 
three cheers. Early in the afternoon another 
ceremony of flag-raising took place at the 
Battery. A battalion of the old guard formed 
at the armory, marched to the Battery, and 
hoisted the national colors. Capt. Dillenbek’s 
battery, First Regiment Artillery, regulars, 
fired a national saiute. The battalion and 
military returned up Broadway, paying a 
marching salute to Acting Mayor Arnold at 
the city-hall, When the battalion returned to 
its armory a banquet @as served. The Society 
of the Sons of the Revolution gave a banquet 
at Delmonico’s tonight in honor of Evacua- 
tion day. 


JAY GOULD Is COMING WEST. 


He Notices a Gradual Improvement in 
Western and Southwestern Affairs. 
New York, Nov. 25.—[Special.]—Jay Gould 
is going West. His private car has been or- 
dered into commission. It is thought that he 
will leave tomorrow night. Mr.- Gould said 
he was feeling well and was daily growing in 
strength. He said further: “I am out of 
Wall street and am not interested directly or 
indirectly in market quotations. I notice a 
gradual improvement in Southwestern and 
Western affairs. If the mactivity in Texas 
securities, Wabash, and Missouri Pacific is 
accepted as an indication that matters in the 
Southwest are indiſterent the o nclusions are 
faulty.

Peter H, Wyckoff Arrested for Violating 
the Inter-State Commerce Law. 

New York, Nov. 25.—{Special.]—Peter H. 
Wyckoff, General Freight Agent of the Cen- 
tral railroad of New Jersey, was arrested to- 
day on an indictment, found against him Oct. 
31 by the United States grand jury of the 
Eastern Division of the Eastern Judicial. Dis- 
trict of Missouri for violating the Inter-State 
Commerce law. Mr. Wyckoff appeared be- 
fore United States Commissioner Shields. ac- 
companied by his bondsman, Loyall Farragut, 
who gave $500 bail for him. The indictment 
of Mr. Wyckoff was obtained at the instance 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission. 
The specific complaint against him is that 
July 2, 1890, he caused to be shipped on the 
Central railroad of New Jersey locomotive 
brakes, the property of the American Brake 
company. The regular rate on this class of 
freight is 384¢ cents per 100 pounds, but the 
charge made on the brakes shipped at that 
time was 31}¢ cents per 100 pounds.

A low 
stretch of land lies back of this ceme- 
tery, swampy in its nature, by reason 
not only of bemg low, but having 
a bard clay bottom through which the mois- 
ture does not penetrate, and here is the 
ghastly sight of half-burned coffins lying pro- 
miscuously in a heap. Suspicions were first 
aroused two weeks ago when a huge pile was 
lighted and left to send up its sickening smoke, 
which the breezes wa hither and thither. 
Nothmg unnsual was thought of it at first, as it 
was attributed to the smokingrubbish of brush 
and leaves mingled with the odors from what 
is known as the Ward farm, to the westward 
of the cemetery. Investigation disclosed the 
work of desecration among the graves of the 
departed. The grdve-diggers had worked well 
under cover, and having made a big dump 
from the reopened graves, they carefully cov- 
ered them with brush and made a common 
every-day bonfire of the contents, Under 
this disguise citizens in the vicinity were 
easily lured into the thought that a mere pile 
of rubbish was being reduced to ashes, A 
resident who lives near by was asked 
if he could tell why such work was going 
on, and he said: “The only reason I 
can assign for this ghastly work is that the 
cemetery is overcrowded. Laying aside the 
sacred thought, it is not right to us in a sani- 
tary way. It is low, swampy land there, and 
to have this pile of coffins soaking their germs 
of death into the ground is sure to breed 
disease. An investigation will follow by the 
Board of Health. 


TRAIN ROBBERS’ OLD CLOTHES FOUND. 


The Nest Discovered bat the Birds Had 
Shed Their Feathers. 

Racixu. Wis., Nov. 25.—[Special.]—The de- 
tectives who have been in Racine the last two 
weeks searching for some clew of the train 
robbers made a valuable discovery that was 
made public today in the finding of masks, 
overalls, linen dusters, and twenty-five shells 
loaded with buckshot in an unoccupied build- 
ing on the outskirts of the city. Engineer 
McKay of the train that was robbed was 
brought to Racine and identified the clothing 
as that worn by the robbers. 

The house where the find was made is locat- 
ed on Twelfth street on a direct line from 
Western Union Junction. For the last three 
days the detectives have searched for blocks 
in the vicinity of the vacant house with the 
view of ascertaining if any hunters have been 
seen in the locality and if any persons of ques- 
tionable character were away from home on 
the night of the robbery. They learned that 
two men in the employment of N. F. 
Reichert, a city contractor, quit work the 
morning after the robbery and are said to have 
worn the overalls found in the vacant house. 
The supposition arrived at was that the train 
robbers came here and worked for Mr. 
Reichert so as to allay any suspicion. 

The detectives could not find any clew to 
these men and are now convinced that they 
are in Chicago or Milwaukee. The detectives 
packed up the goods found and left tonight 
for Chicago.

She was kept 
busy attending the patient and keeping the 
fire from going ou, Those days were bitter 
cold, and as there was no fire in the kitchen 
the water pipes froze and the young woman 
was compelled to get a supply from the neigh- 
bors, none of whom spoke Eaglish. 

I was not afraid of ghosts,” she said. 
Dead people are not half as dangerous as 
live ones, and I thought no prowler would 
dare come to the place where Cronin had been 
killed. Did I get frightened? O, no, but I 
would have liked it better had there been 
some one in the house whom I could have sent 
for a physician had jt become necessary. I 
did not meet any shrouded ghost, and if I had 
that spirit would have had a merry time lodg- 
ing stovelids and other handy missiles. What 
worried me was the forty-eight hours of cease- 
less watching.”

A case of diphtheria or scarlet-fever makes its 
appearance in the home of a poor family, and 
if there are five children in the house the 
chances are that at least three will go to their 
graves. These diseases are more frequent in 
the poorer quarters than in the houses of the 
well to do, and one case in a single house may 
be the cause of an epidemic. The County 
Commissioners should see the necessity for a 
ward at the County Hospital for cases of this 
kind—a need that I am inclined to say is as 
imperative as is pute water frum the lake.“

MR. WATTERSON’S LATEST DEFENSE OF 
“ MICHIGANIZING.” 

Mr. Henry Watterson set in to defend the 
theft of Republican Electoral votes in Mich- 
igan by the Democrats. His first plea was 
that the larceny in question was in strict ac- 
cordance with the laws of morality and justice, 
and that the only fair way to choose Presi- 
dential Electurs was by districts. Thereupon 
he was asked why this method of election 
should be adopted only in a State which the 
Democrats cannot carry next year, and not 
be put in force in any of those they think 
they can carry. He was asked also why he 
did not get the Legislature of Kentucky, 
with which he has immense influence, to pro- 
vide for the choice of Electors by districts for 
that State. 

The result was he abandoned that plea and 
filed another to the effect that the Democrats 
had had a majority of the popular vote in the 
United States for some years, were entitled 
to the Présidency, and had a right to obtain 
by fraud and cheating some Electoral votes 
in Michigan to get it. Tun Trrecnn’s de- 
murrer was that the alleged popular majority 
was due to the suppression of about 500,000 
colored Republican votes in the South. Mr. 
Watterson confesses the truth of this, saying 
no one denies that wrong has been done, 
that outrages have been perpetrated ” at the 
South on the colored Republicans. 

Then he puts in another plea that it is right 
to steal Electoral votes in Michigan because, 
as he alleges, the Republicans act wrongly in 
some local matters in the manufacturing 
distficts, notably in the East. 

He says: 

The Northern people know that elections in 
manufactur.ng districts are simply farces [7]; 
they know the workingman ashe leaves the mill 
is presented by one foreman with the Republican 
ticket, while another foreman stands at the polls 
to see him vote it [7]. : 

The Northern people have heard this 
wretched falsehood iterated for many years. 
It has been the favorite Democratic way of 
explaining defeats. itis known to be utterly 
untrue, If the manufactures do this bulldoz- 
ing why is it that the manufacturing districts, 
except in Pennsylvania, are the center of 
Democratic ana not of Republican strength, 
as their votes show? The chief manufactur- 
ing district in this city gives an overwhelming 
Democratic majority. . 

In South Carolina a State Republican by 
25,000 is made Democratic by 55,000. The 
manufacturing districts of the North mostly 
elect Democrats to Congress. The Republic- 
an strength at the North is among the farm- 
ers, and it is not claimed that they are bull- 
dozed. Do the Republican manufacturers of 
New Jersey or Connecticut or New York City 
manage to steal those States and that city 
from the Democrats? No. 

Last fall the manufacturers of Chicago might 
have been expected to take an interest in the 
election because Congrossmen were chosen, 
and according to Watterson would have their 
skilled bulldozers at work. But the Demo- 
crats elected three Congressmen out of four. 
This fall the election was a purely local one 
with no incentive for the manufacturers to 
turn out. But the Republicans easily elected 
their ticket under the Australian law. What 
sort of bulidozing is that which does not 
work when needed, and works when not 
needed? 

Why does not Mr. Watterson drop these 
puerile excuses and glaring untruths and say 
frankly: We happened to be able to steal 
“votes in Michigan. We needed them, and 
“henco we stole them. We do not think 
“stealing a crime when it helps Democrats to 
„gain the Presidency. We believe in fraud 
“when our party gains office thereby. The 
chief end of Democracy is to get office, and 
“that end justifies the means, We believe 
in minority rule of Democrats over the ma- 
jority Republicans, and will cheat and de- 
“ frand and bulldoze then wherever possible. 

“Anything goes that puts a Democrat in 
a6 office.”’ 


LET THE GRAND JURY INVESTIGATE. 

The alleged labor people connected with the 
Trade and Labor Assembly express them- 
selves as disappointed because the Council 
Committee on Police, to which was referred 
the resolution recently passed by them, has 
no authority to summon witnesses, administer 
an oath,-or compel attendance. They stiil 
have an avenue open, however, and the Coun- 
cil of the Brotherhood of Painters and Dec. 
orators, which recently marched under the 
red flag and attended and took part in an- 
archistic meetings, has pointed it out by its 
decision to call the attention of the grand 
jury to the police raid, This is both proper 
and desirable. The grand jury can summon 
witnesses and compel their attendance. That 
body, therefore, can make a thorough investi- 
gation of the conduct of the police, but this 
investigation must not be confined to the 
mere cutting of a banner. Let the whole bus- 
ness be investigated | promptly, honestly, im- 
partially, and thoroughly, so that it may be 
ascertained whether the incitements to a 
breach of the peace were not sufficient to jus- 
tify the action of the police and just how far 
they did or did not overstep their authority. 
Let the investigation go to the grand jury and 
then let that body call for testimony as to the 
provocations for the action of the police and 
as to what steps the police actually took. To 
establish these points the grand jury should 
investigate the Anarchist meeting in the 
Waldheim Cemetery, where Weissmann made 
his anarchistic speech, to which the Painters’ 
Brotherhood marched under the red flag; the 
meeting of Anarchists at the West Twelfth 
Street Turner Hall, at which Weissmann and 


Union; the call of the Arbeiter- Zeitung to the 
Greif’s Hall meeting, which invited all those 
painters to attend who believed in the revolu- 
tionary movement, and which the Painters’ 
Union attended in pursuance of such call and 
were raided by the police. 

Anything short of such an investigation will 
be inconsequential and unsatisfactory.

have the silver if they want it, but should not 
have in circulation such large quantities of 
paper representing silver which they do not 
want. The New York Journal of Finance 
says the issue of such paper tends more to in- 
flation than would the issue of even degraded 
coin, and the present policy of the government 
is more dangerous than that of the free silver- 
ites. The New York Bulletin says that a law 
providing for the coinage of all silver pre- 
sented at the mint, but also providing that no 
paper should be issued against such coinage, 
would be incomparably more offensive to 
ninety-nine out of a hundred of the advocates 
of silver coinage than is the exisjing law or 
was the one which preceded it. Men would 
regard it as a diabolical scheme of the gold- 
bugs to prove how utterly useless silver is, 
and they would be nearly right, What is 
actually wanted by some silverites, though 
they are careful not to say so, is a vast expan- 
sion of paper currency, nominally based on 
silver, but expected to be (at least at the out- 
set) exchangeable for gold and possessing the 
purchasing power of gold. It adds: It is 
nothing but a fraud to say that the idle silver 
in the Treasury is used or that it furnishes a 
basis for the silver certificates placed in circu- 
lation, because these get into use and stay in 
use Only as they serve as a substitute for gold 
and gold notes. g 

It may safely be asserted without much fear 
of contradiction that the people have in circu- 
lation about all the silver coin they want. The 
large silver dollar is hardly a desirable medium 
for exchange except in small transactions, and 
it is probable that if as much silver had boen 
coined in the past as has been actually issued, 
but without any notes being put out against 
it, there would uow be nearly as much silver 
in the Treasury as under present conditions. 
Legal-tender notes, bank notes, and gold cer- 
tificates would have to do the work, with per- 
haps a larger percentage of checks, and most 
of the coined silver would have lodged in the 
Treasury and lain there idle. Of course it 
would make little difference how much silver 
the government might coin, as respects the 
character of the circulation, if no more of it 
went into actual use and no addition were 
made to the paper circulation on account of 
silver purchased or coined. 

The men who profess to want the paper cir- 
culation expanded to $50 per capita, adding 
some 1,500 millions to the paper now afloat, 
are only a little less candid than the advocates 
of free silver coinage. The latter must know 
that the passage of their pet measure would 
not materially increase the number of silver 
dollars passing from hand to hand among the 
people. What they really want is the issue of 
more paper having the 73-cent silver coinage 
for its basis, andso much of it that silver 
would be the only metal in which it could possi- 
bly be redeemed, if atall. The few silver mine- 
owners might want such an act passed as is 
described above, believing that it would insure 
a wider market for their depreciated product. 
But the great majority of the silver agitators 
would spurn it as an insult added to contem- 
plated injury in fending off an addition to the 
present volume of paper money.“ 

If the people must have a paper currency 
partly based on silver it shoul i be secured by 
a dollar’s worth of either metal for every dol- 
lar named on the face of the note. Then 
there would be little danger in conceding to 
the silver men the free coinage they profess 
to want. But they resent such a proposition 
as precisely the thing they wish to avoid. 
What they want is cheap money with which to 
pay their debts based on good money. 


THE BEST WAY TO SETTLE THE TARIFF 
DISPUTE. 

Each of the Democratic candidates for the 
Speakership has a tariff policy of his own, 
and the leadigg newspaper organs of the 
party are as discordant in their sentiments as 
these candidates. Up to a short time ago the 
New York Times and Evening Post were 
agreed on the tariff. One of them chanted 
the praises of absolute free trade as the rising 
sun, and the other took up the song and pro- 
longed the peans. But of late they have been 
singing to different tunes. 

The Times does not want the extraordinary 
free-trade victory of 1890 to be robbed of its 
fruit and effect by dropping down to puerile 
modification of duties on a few articles. 
Hence it is ardent for Mr. Mills for Speaker 
and a tariff policy which shall not confine 
itself to pecking and nibbiing at the fringes 
Sfprotection. The Freaing Post on the con- 
trary leans to the nibbling policy of Mr. 
Springer, which is to introduce bills to repeal 
the duties on wool, salt, lumber, binding- 
twine, and cotton ties and stop there, letting 
the other 996 protection taxes remain. It 
says: 

The objections to a general tariff bill at this 
time are, in our judgment, quite overpowering. 
The bill, with its two or three thousand items, 
would become the pabulam of the campaign. 
Every paragraph in it would be attacked sepa- 
rately, and would require tobe defended sepa- 
rately. Even if all were defensible, only a very 
few persons would know how to defend them. 
The fighting would no longer be aggressive on 
the part of tne Democrats. They would be on the 
defensive from the day their bill was reported by 
a responsible committee. The loss of position 
might be fatal. It might even be decisive of the 
whole battle. Not only would it be necessary to 
defend each separate reduction of duty made, but 
also each separate retention of duty. We can 
hardly conceive of anything more bewildering. 

Looking at the matter from the standpoint 
of the politician who is figuring only for the 
‘spoils of office, who cares much for success, 
and is indifferent as to the way in which he 
succeeds, the position of the Post may be the 
best one. The Democratic party has been 
saying through Cleveland and Mills; its 
Northern and its Southern oracles, that pro- 
tection was robbery and that a low protective 
duty was as criminal as a high one, at least in 
proportion to the steal. If the Democrats 
therefore introduce a general tariff bill, re- 
ducing duties ali along the line, the question 
will be put to them a million times: It 
protection is a crime, as you have been say- 
ing, why do you propose to compromise with 
it? Is protection wicked when the duties are 
over 45 per cent and justifiable when the 
duties are below that figure? If the manu- 

facturers are plundering the consumer, as 
you say, why do you propose to allow them 
to keep on robbing, even on a smaller scale? 
Can it be that you are protectionists hke the 
Republicans, who differ only as to the degree 
of protection which should be given? In that 
case please explain to us in detail your rea- 
sons for cutting down the duty on each arti- 
cle. Show us why you think the present duty 
‘too high, and satisfy us that the one you pro- 
bose will protect the American wage scale.” 
These questions might be hard to answer. 
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It would be a brief declaration of 
principle. It would narrow the great issue 
down to this question: Is protection right or 
wrong, constitutional or unconstitutional, 


They will know what will happen if they turn 
the government over to the Democrats. They 
will know what policy will be pursued if the 
Republicans are kept in power.

THE POSSIBLE RESULT OF SPRINGER’S 
PROGRAM. 

Mr. Springer thinks the Democratic party 
should limit iteelf, as far as the tariff question 
is concerned, to the introduction of half a 
dozen little bills. Only one of these will ap- 
peal to the people of the United States as a 
whole. Southern planters do not care for 
free binding twine, nor Northern wheat-grow- 
ers for free cotton ties, Free salt would not 
help the masses, as it is cheaper than foreign 
salt. There is not one resident ofa city who 
would care if the duties on all three articles 
were removed. 

But free mixing wool touches every one, for 
it means cheaper woolen goods. It means the 
replacement of shoddy, mungo, and cotton by 
wool. Supposing. the Republican Senate 
should pass Mr. Springer’s bill to put mixing 
wools on the free list? It would not be illog- 
ical, for there is party precedent for it. It 
would not show that its members had aban- 
doned the protective principle. It would be 
easy for Senators Allison, Davis, Cullom, Hoar, 
Hawley, Aldrich, and other Republican Sen- 
ators to make powerful arguments for the 
free-listing of wool from the protection stand- 
point. 

The object of protection, they might say, is 
to encourage and benetit the woolen manu- 
facturer and the raiser of fine wool sheep. 
The former needs many kinds of wool which 
are not grown in this country. If their price 
is increased by duties the manufacturers sub- 
stitute for them shoddy and cotton—not 
American wool—and sell an inferior fabric to 
the public. Or if they make.honest goods 
they have to charge so much more for them 
that they seriously lessen their consumption. 
If they had free access to the foreign mixing 
wool they would need more American-grown 
wool and could afford to pay a better price 
for it, and still sell good woolens at reason- 
able rates. That would stimulate sheep-rais- 
ing at home. The more woolen clothes peo- 
ple wear the better the price of American 
wool, while the greater the quantity of cotton, 
old woolen rags, and other adulterants manu- 
facturers use the smaller the demand fo1 
American wool, and hence the present miser- 
able price caused by the Lawrence wool 
schedule. 

In the interests of the shepherds of Ohio 
Mr. Sherman might well vote oul Springer’s 
bill and prove that he was loyal to protection 
in doing so—that free wool and moderate 
duties on woolen goods sufficient to equalize 
labor scales would be best for manufacturer 
and sheep-raiser. 

Supposing this free wool bill with lower duties 
on woolens was to pass? Then there would be 
no tariff issue at the Presidential election. As 
far as the people could tell, Republicans and 
Democrats would be agreed on the tariff 
question. What would there be left for the 
Democrats to tight about except the offices? 
And if the cotton ties and binding twine bills 
should not pass, they are not important 
enough to furnish material for a campaign m 
any State. 

Hence the weakness of Mr. Springer’s little 
tariff policy 1s, that it may result in leaving 
the Democrats without issues and with nothing 
for their stump-speakers to talk about except 
the dubious past record of their party and the 
unquestioned fatness of their candidate. 


COOLEY ON “ WHALEBACKS.” 
Engineer Cooley is backing down from his

Fonreca Is Behaving Himself and the Peo- 
ple Seem Satisfied with Peixotto. 
[SPRCIAL CABLE. | 

Rio Jawzrro, Nov. 25.—Members of Con- 
gress and others arriving today announce en- 
tire satisfaction with the restoration of the old 
government in the person of Acting President 
Peixotto. Several of those who had been 
most violent in their opposition to Fonseca 
visited Peixotto today and assured him of their 
cordial coéperation. The date, Dec. 16, was 
set for the reassembling of Congress after 
consultation with members of that body 
noOw in Rio Janeiro, and is as early as will 
give time for those members who have to re- 
turn from their homes in the more distant 
parts of Brazil.

M. De Giers Has Left and the French Are 
No Longer on Their Good Behavior.

Institution Could Not Stand the Financial 
Stringency.

Controiler of the Currency, was informed this 
morning of the suspension of the First Nation. 
al Bank of Wilmington, N. C. He instructed 
Bank Examiner Alden to proceed from Wash- 
ington at once to take charge of the bank. 

Wiuanerton, N. C., Nov. 25.—A notice post- 
ed this morning on the doors of the First Na- 
tional Bank states that, owing to the stringency 
in financial affairs, the bank is unable to meet 
further demands and has therefore suspended 
payment. The officers are in the bank, every 
entrance to which is tightly closed, and it is 
impossible now to get any statement as to the 
condition of affaira. 

The capital stock of the bank is $250,000, 
The last published statement shows deposits 
of $405,000. An employé of the bank who 1s 
familiar with its affairs has expressed the 
opinion that the depositors would suffer no 
loss. Large crowds are gathered around the 
bank discussing the situation, but the excite- 
ment is of a subdued character and everything 
is comparatively quiet. The Bank of New 
Hanover and t Wilmington Savi 
Trust company are not affected by 
pension.

President Thomas B. Bryan, and yesterday

N. Higinbotham, Thomas F. Bayard, ex- 
United States Senator, and National World’s 
Fair Commissioner James Hodges of Balti- 
more, Md. 

These nominations Col. Davis submitted 
yesterday to the Executive committee. There 
was not, however, a quorum present at the 
meeting, so that no action was taken upon 
the nomination. 

The commission, as finally determined upon 
by the Director-General, is regarded as a 
strong one. He has for weeks been consider- 
ing its personnel, but until yesterday cuuld 
not determine whom he wanted to go on the 
expedition. 

The conditions under which he appointed 
the commission were imposed by the Board of 
Control. A resolution was passed by that body 
at its last meeting, providing that there should 
be three Commissioners. One was to be a 
member of the Board of Directors, another a 
National Commissioner, and the third, if not 
a National Commissioper, it was stipulated, 
should be a member of neither World’s Fair 
body. 

Although the Executive committee, through 
lack of a quorum, did not pass upon the nomi- 
nations yesterday, it is thought that all will 
be approved, and that Vice-President Bryan 
will be joined by the remaining members of 
the commission some time within the next 
two weeks at Paris. 


WORKING ON A BUDGET REPORT. 


The Finance Committee of the Board of 
Directors Figuring on Expenses, 

The Finance committee has been endeavor- 
ing to fix up a budget report for next year. 
It has spent several sessions in considering the 
subject, but has found it could not improve 
on the report made last spring as to the esti- 
mate of resources and expenses which will be 
entailed in carrying on the Exposition. The 
budget report of last spring showed that some- 
thing over $17,000,000 would be necessary to 
make an Exposition such as the Board of Di- 
rectors has contemplated. : 

Inasmuch as the Finance committee could 
not see where any saving could be affected 
without injuring the Fair toa large extent, it 
was thought that the loan of $5,000,000 by 
Congress would be almost a necessity. Mean- 
while the committee is figuring upon a line of 
action in accordance with the supposition that 
a loan will not be granted by Congress, 

Messrs, Gage, Burnham, and Peck have 
spent a great deal of time considering the 
matter, and one result of the conferences is 
the assurance that 50 cents will be the price 
of admission to the World's Fair. 


World’s Fair Awards. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 25.—[Special.]— 
After a session lasting three days the Commit- 
tee on Awards adjourned today having com- 
pleted a report to be submitted to the Legis- 
lative committee. This document was placed 
in the hands of J. W. St. Clair, Chairman of 
the Committee on Legislation, and he de- 
parted at once for his home in West Virginia. 
It was practically decided that medals and di- 
plomas should be awarded inatead of cash 
prizes except in a few cases. It is understood 
that the amount which the committee agreed 
to ask from Congress is in the neighborhood 
of $500,000. No provision was made for a 
Secretary, and Commissioner Huntley will 
continue to act in that capacity. 


What the Iron Will Cost. 

Immense expense will be attached to the 
iron work necessary for the Administration 
Building. Bids for the work were opened 
yesterday by the Chief of Construct:on, and 
it was shown that 10,000,000 pounds of iron 
would be required. The lowest bid for the 
work was submitted by the Edgemore Bridge 
company of Pennsylvania, This company 
asks 4 29-100 cents per pound, making a total 
of $429,000 for the iron work of the building. 
There will be more iron work in the Adminis- 
tion than in any other building. This is owin 
to the size of the immense dome which wil 
surmount the structure and be made of iron.

THERE WAS A CONTRACT BETWEEN THEM 


Proofs Submitted in the Case of the Block 
Coal Miners. . é 
Brazit, Ind., Nov. . [Special. —Presi- 
dent Rae of the national miners’ organiza- 
tion having stated that ne eontract existed be- 
tween the miners and opérators of the block 
coal district the operators’ committee makes 
a state ment. They say that prior to May 1 
last the operators requested a meeting with a 
committee of their employés to enter into a 
contract governing the price of their labor for 
the current year. It was finally agreed that 
the action of a mass-meeting of miners of 
Clay County, in acceptance of a proposition 
made by the operators, would be considered 
by both as a contract governmg the price for 
digging coal and day labor between them. In 
accordance with this arrangement the operat- 
ors made a proposition in writing to the miners, 
which proposition was made to them in mass- 
meeting. That proposition was accepted by 
them, signed by the President and 1 
of the meeting, and under said contract the 
miners began and continued work until the 
were persuaded by outside “ees eee to brea 
faith with their employers. copy of the 
contract is then given with * following as 
one of the conditions: That the price for 
digging coal of the standard thickness shail 
be 75 cents per ton of 2,000 pounds, with pay- 
ment for low coal upon the same scale as in 
force during the year ending . 74% 1891. 
That the payment for coal d bor per- 
formed shall be semi-monthly,” ete. The 
agreement was to remain in force until May 
1, 1892, These terms were adopted at a mass- 
meeting of the block coal miners. The con- 


tract and action of the meeting were submit- 


ted to an attorney, who rendered his opinion 
that the contract was binding as if each man 
had signed the same, inasmuch as the officers 
of their meeting had signed 1t, and the miners 
went to work under it.
